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Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art does not disclose that the residual migration velocity 
analysis recited in claim 1 includes calculating depth residual with respect to offset. The 
closest prior art taught a type of depth-offset residual migration velocity at a selected 
horizon. The closest prior art taught that the analysis was performed with respect to ray 
parameter instead of calculating depth residual with respect to offset and then mapping 
into the depth-offset domain.
